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THE NEW COLLEGE BUILDINGS 


On December 11th, 1962 a great 
historical moment was witnessed 
by representatives of the Univer¬ 
sity of Manitoba, of the Ukrainian 
Orthodox Church and the com¬ 
munity as a whole, when on that 
day His Beatitude, the Meropolh 
tan Dr. Ilarion officially turned 
the sod for the new St. Andrew’s 
College buildings on the University 
of Manitoba campus. The holding 
of this ceremony in spite of the 
severely cold weather was symbolic 
of the determination with which 
the church leaders and the Ukra¬ 
inian community undertook this 
gigantic and very significant task. 

Only a year later, on December 
21st, 1963 another significant and 
happier moment was witnessed 
again by His Beatitude, the Metro¬ 
politan Dr. Ilarion and the Board 


of Directors of the College. On 
this memorable date George Akins, 
of the construction firm of Wallace 
& Akins, and in presence of the 
Architect in charge Mr. A. W. Nit- 
chuk, turned over the completed 
buildings to the building com¬ 
mittee of St. Andrew’s College by 
handing over the keys to its chair¬ 
man Dr. P. A. Kondra. The build¬ 
ing committee will act as guard¬ 
ians of the buildings until the of¬ 
ficial opening of the College which 
will be held early in the summer 
of 1964. 

The presently completed facili¬ 
ties, costing one million dollars, 
consist of the following three 
units: A 4 storey residence with 36 
double rooms and 32 single rooms 
(for 24 girls and 80 boys), a suite 
for the dean of residence, a smal- 





ler suite for the matron, and laun¬ 
dry facilities. A second one storey 
building includes a kitchen-cafe¬ 
teria and dining room for 250 
persons, an auditorium seating 250 
people which will also be used as 
a temporary chapel, an upper 
lounge, a basement lounge and 
recreation center, and caretaker’s 
suite. The third two storey build¬ 
ing includes a general office, three 
staff offices, a staff conference 
room, a library and four class 
rooms. 

All the facilities are equipped 
with the most modern heating, 
ventilating, lighting and intercom 
systems. In addition the food cen¬ 
ter, auditorium, offices and library 
are completely air-conditioned. 
The entire complex, set out in a 
square with a center court, is con¬ 
sidered fire-proof as it is built of 
various types of masonry with the 
exterior finished in Manitoba tyn- 
dal stone. In summary the facili¬ 
ties are second to none on the Uni¬ 
versity campus and something that 


both the students and our commu¬ 
nity can be justly proud of. 

The first challenge, that of 
acquiring the physical facilities, 
has been accomplished, though 
still burdened with over half a mil¬ 
lion debt. The second and the 
greatest challenge, that of operat¬ 
ing the College successfully both 
financially and academically, is 
before every member of the Ukra¬ 
inian community in Canada. In 
order that the College may fulfill 
its obligations as a theological 
college and as a Ukrainian center 
of higher education for Canada, 
let every member of the Ukrainian 
community in Canada, in the par¬ 
aphrased words of the late Pre¬ 
sident Kennedy, ask himself not 
what St. Andrew’s College can do 
for him, but what he can do for the 
College.

The College provides a four year 
course in Theology leading to the 
Licentiate in Theology and to the 
degree of Bachelor of Divinity, the 
basis of admission being Junior 
Matriculation (full Grade XI). :: 

On the completion of the four 
year Theology course, the Licen¬ 
tiate in Theology will be given. The 
degree of Bachelor of Divinity will 


be conferred after the following 
requirements are met: 

1. At least one year’s successful 
ministry as an ordained priest of 
the Ukrainian Greek Orthodox 
Church of Canada, or of any other 
Eastern Orthodox Church. 

2. Satisfactory completion of 
thesis assigned by the Faculty of 
Theology. 

* Commencing in 1965, the admission 
requirements will be Senior Matricula¬ 
tion (full Grade XII). Thereafter the ad¬ 
mission requirements will be progres¬ 
sively raised until a university degree 
will be the minimum qualification for 
the course in Theology.
